The Press Association has received the fol-

I have noticed so much public comment on 
my statement about the naval battle that I 
think it right the circumstances which led me 
to make it should be known. I went to the 
Admiralty at eleven o'clock on the Saturday 
morning to ask for news. When I had 
finished reading the telegrams I was asked 
by Mr. Balfour's Private Secretary whether 
I felt able to give a reassuring interview for 
the benefit of the neutral Press. I hesitated 
to do this, but on being pressed hy some 
very old friends at the Admiralfy, I said I 
would consider the matter, and would return 
at four o'clock. I went away, and consulted 
two friends of high Lore position, both of 
whom expressed the pinion that if I were 
asked directly by the First Lord I should have 
no choice but to comply. I returned to the 
Admiralty between five and six o'clock, and 
told Mr. Balfour's Private Secretary that if 
the First Lord asked me personally to give an 
interview I would do so, but not otherwise. 
1 then for the first time had a talk with Mr. 
Balfour. I found we were in complete agree- 
ment on the estimate that he formed of the 
naval encounter in that the enemy had been 
driven into port, and that we were safer at 
home and stronger afloat as the result. Mr. 
Balfour then informed me that I should render 
a public service if I made a statement. I 
then drafted my communiqué, and left it in

PROTEST AGAINST 
DISMEMBER MENT. 


At the annual Synod of the Church of 
Ireland in Dublin yesterday, the President, 
at the conclusion of his address, said—I have 
been asked by the House of Bishops, who held 
a meeting yesterday afternoon, to read the 
following resolution that has been unanimously 
adopted by them, and which I have been 
asked to communicate to this Synod :— 

“That, in view of the proposals for the future 
government of Ireland which have been made 
public, and in the exercise of our responsl- 
bility as the Archbishops and Bishops of the 
Church of Ireland, we enter an emphatic pro- 
test against the introduction of a new system 
of administration, until opportunity has been 
given of considering its bearing upon the im- 
terests of the Church. We understood that 
the settlement of controverted questions of 
domestic policy had, by common agreement, 
been postponed until the end of the war; and 
we deprecate the attempt to force upon the 
country a system of government, hastily de- 
vised and imperfectly understood, while the 
anxieties of the war precinde that full and 
frank discussion which is due to proposals of so 
momentous acharacter. At this moment of Im- 
perial crisis we are ready ,to make great sacri- 
fices in favour of any scheme for the future 
government of Ireland, calculated to unite our 
countrymen, and to secure the biessings of law 
and peace for them all; but we are not satis- 
fied, from such evidence as is accessible to us, 
that the paramount plea of Im»erial necessity, 
which has been urged in high quarters, is 
sufficiently well founded to justify the hasty 
adoption of a policy of dismemberment with 
which no Irishman is content, and which does 
not give the promise of permanence of unity, 
i or of the impartial administration of the 
common law.” (‘* Hear, hear,” and applause 
in all parts of the House.) 

I have no intention of debating that 
resolution, but I wish to say to the Synod 
that the Archbishops and Bishops felt some 
notice should be taken from the Church, bat 
that it was impossible in an ordinary Synod, 
and in an open House, to discuss such a ques- 
tion with any prospect or hope of doing any 
real good in the present crisis. (Hear. hear.)

ATTITUDE OF MINISTERS.

)} There 1s no doubt that difficulties have 
arisen in the negotiations conducted by Mr. 


Lloyd George for the provisional settlement of 
the problem of Irish government, and the pre- 
sent situation is somewhat critical. It ap 
pears that in Ireland movements have been in 
progress which somewhat embarrass the 
action of the leaders on both sides, and that 
in England there has been, partiy from the 
same cause, some revival of differences of 
opinion which affect the very basis 
ot the proposed arrangement, a scheme 
which admittedly could only be car. 
ried into effect with practical una- 
| nimity. Urgent representations against 
| Home Rule are being made by Unionists in 
the South and West of Ireland, backed up by 
some Unionists in the North, who have not 
responded to the appeal addressed to them by 
Sir Edward Carson. 

It should not be overlooked also that a 
section of Nationalist opinion attacks the 
settlement from another quarter by offering 
vehement opposition to exclusion of any part 
of Ireland, and Ulster Unionists point to this 
fact as justifying their own suspicions. An 
atmosphere less favourable to settlement is 
thus being created in Ireland, while in Eng- 
land there is threatened a reopening’ of con- 
troversy. 

Rumours in the Parliamentary Lobby 
yesterday concerning the attitude of several 
Ministers are undoubtedly premature, but the 
situation is regarded in political circles with 
some anxiety.

GREAT OIL FIRE AT 
MARSEILLES. 


(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
MARSEILLES, Tvespay. 

A fire broke out on an oil tanker, filled 
with mineral oil, which was anchored in the 
Madraque Basin The watchman on board 
the vessel was burnt to death. A blazing 
sheet of oil ran over the water, and set fire 
to other oil tankers and barges laden with 
cargo, and to huts on the road along the 
shore. Troops and firemen eventually got 
the fire under control this morning. — The 
damage done includes the destruction of the 
forage stores of the cattle market, three 
thousand drums of petroleum and spirit, 
twelve thousand empty casks, and about a 
hundred boats of various kinds.

and comfort, and ease, and prosperity are the 
gods that can profit, bat to follow in His 
steps who ' gave His life a ransom for many. 
My own ever deepening conviction is that we 
in Ireland will lose much of the blesmng in 
national. unity and in individual character 


which the war will bring to other 
nations, because while we glory i | 
the noble deeds of Irish regiments— 
the Inniskillings or the Munsters, the Fosi- | 
liers or the Rifles—we are leaving these | 
gallant. heroes without the help for which | 
they are crying And they know it so 
bitterly resent it. Officers and men have | 
told me so in the trenches of France and | 
Flanders, as well as at home. We want to. 
share their glory, but we refuse to share their | 
toil—we shall wish to wear their Jaurel | 
wreath when the war is over, but as a people | 
we refuse to bear their cross. It is a sorry 
end to all onr boasting that some of these 
Irish battalions, whose deeds of gallantry 
will adorn the pages of history, are rapidly 
becoming Irish only in name, or that certain 
Irish regiments are to-day only at half their 
strength, and the men, therefore, have to do 
twice the work of other regiments by their 
side. The time for pretence and self-lauda- 
tion has long since passed. General Friend 
told us last October that to supply only the 
wastage in Irish regiments 1,100 recrnits each 
week were needed. I wonder if we are pro- 
viding 100 at present’ Our boastmg is but 
vain, and adds insult to the injury our Irish 
soldiers have to. endure. 


THE TRUE PERSPECTIVE. 

But I shall close my address this morning 
with the words of hopefulness rather than 
with the thoughts of almost despair. Surely 
all that is happening will lead us to view this 
life and the next in a truer and grander per- 
spective’ Surely it will help us to put first 
things first, and to realise how trivial and 
unreal are many of those on which we spend 
our strength’ The distinguished President of 
the British Association gave an illustration in 
his inaugural address last September of the 
power which the revelations of science can 
exert over a community steeped in the petty 
conflicts of ordinary life. he incident was 
this:—An American friend who possessed a 
powerful telescope one night received the visit 
of an ardent politician. It was the time 
of a Presidential election, Bryan and Taft 
being the opposing candidates, and feeling ran 
high. After looking at clusters of stars and 
other celestial objects, and having re- 
ceived answers to his various questions, the 
visitor turned to the friend: “ And all these 
stars I see, “he asked. “ What space in the 
heaven do they occupy?” “' About the area 
of the moon.” ‘‘ And you tell me that every 
one of them is a sun like our own.” “Yes.” 
“ And that each of them may have anumber of 
planets circulating round them like our sun’” 
“Yes.” “ And that there may be life on 
each of these planets’’’ ‘‘We cannot tell 
that, but it is quite possible that there may be 
life on many of them.” And after pondering 
for some time the politician rose and said : 
*It does not matter, after all, whether Taft 
or Bryan gets in.”

- REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE 
CHURCH BODY. 

Mr. Maconchy moved the adoption of the 
report of the Representative Body. In doing 
so, he said that the form of the accounts was 
identical with that in which they were sub- 
mitted last year. The balance sheet showed 
that the interest-bearing capital accounts now 
amounted to £8, 956,500 12s. 1d., a net in- 
crease of £73,370 19s. 11d. is increase was 
mainly made up of four items—l, i 
endowments, £25,048 14s. 8d. ; 2, miscellaneous 
trusts and endowments, £12,598 124 10d.; 
5, Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, £11,387 12s. 
4d.; and 4, Diocesan General Fund, $13,678 
l6s. 5d. The first three items consisted of 
funds devoted to specific pur from which 
they could not be diverted. (Hear, hear. 
The fourth was absolutely at the disposal o 
Last year he pointed 
out that the average increase of the Diocesan 
(;eneral Fund was at the rate of £14,000 per 
annuum. This year the increase was only 
under that average. The cause of this in- 
crease was that the aggregate expenditure for 
general purposes, an expenditure entirely con- 
trolled by the separate dioceses, was less by 
£13,578 than the aggregate income available 
for diocesan general purposes. Turning to the 
assets, Mr. Maconchy said mortgages had de- 
creased by a little over £100,000. During the 
past twelve years mortgages to the amount of 
£2,150,000 had been paid off, and the pro- 
ceeds re-invested at a lower rate of interest. 
During the earlier months of the year invest- 
ment was attended with considerable difh- 
v, which was not relieved until the issue 
The 
allocation account showed an available 
balance of £7,442 10s. 2d., out of which the 
tepresentative Body recommended a glebe 
grant of £5 per glebe and a bonus addition of 
10 per cent. After provision had been made 
for this grant, there would remain a further 
sum of about £3,000 to be disposed of by the 
Synod. ‘he commutation capital now 
stood at £191,469 17s. 9d., the interest on 
which at ó); per cent. was sufficient to pro- 
vide for the remaining annuities of £6,486 10s. 
9d. charged thereon. During the year 
£24,709 ot capital was released by the lapse 
of annuities and transferred to 
stipend funds. As to the Clergy Superannua- 
tion Fund, the Representative Body watched 
very closely, and not without anxiety, the in- 
crease in the margin between income and ex- 
The steady increase in the ex- 
penditure on grants brought them each year, 
he might almost say each month, appreciably 
nearer to. the stage when either the grants 
must be curtailed or the assessments increased. 
The expenses of grants in connection with 
giebes amounted this year to £9,454 8s. 10d. 
This would show a small increase next year, 
the dual system of administration ceased 
on the Slst December, 1915, and all dioceses 
would in future share in the standing benefits 
of the Glebes Act of 1912. The amount re- 
ceived for assessment during 1915 was £97,265 
Qs. 4d., a sum of £1,300 more than in 1914.

As President of the Royal Numismatic 
Society, I beg to offer, as a humble contriba- 
tion towards this end, two prizes, to the 
amount of £100 (which woul propor- 
wer divided), for the best model] of a 
medal to celebrate the great British naval 
victory off the Horns Reef. The medal or 
medals would be stryck under the auspices of 
the Royal Numismatic Society, and any profits 
arising would be devoted to the Fund for the 
Relief of Disabled Seamen. For judging the 
merits of designs submitted I have secured 
the valuable assistance of Mr. G. F. Hill, 
Keeper of the Coin Department in the British 
Museum, and of Mr. E. E. Maclagan, of the 
Sculptare Department of the Victoria and 
Albert Museum. It js greatly to be hoped 
that a standard may thus be set that should 
help to purge our medallic and monetary art 
of its present decadent productions—on which 
surfaces are worn before they are used, and 
even our gracious Sovereign is rendered bald 
before his time! The aim in this case at least 
will be to combine artistic simplicity with 
boldness of relief and finish and precision in 
modelling. “ Printed details as to conditions or 
other information may be obtained from the 
above-named gentlemen, to whom also designs 
should be sent.

ULSTER, HOME RULE, AND THE 
UNIONIST PARTY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The present position is most unintelli- 
gible to one who would naturally expect that 
our friends, in and out of the Cabinet, would 
base their policy on promises exacted and 
given, on sound reason, and recent experi- 
ences—and not on apparent panic. 

For nine or ten years past Ireland has been 
to all intents and purposes under a Home 
Rule Government. Mr. Asquith plays into 
the hands of Mr. Redmond and the icals 
of England, Scotland, and Wales; Mr. Bir- 
rell plays into his hands; Lord Aberdeen is 
amiable to the last degree, and sympathetic, 
and clings tenaciously to what the late Under- 
Secretary, in his paper, read before the Rebel- 
lion Commission, pathetically refers to as one 
of His Excellency’s few remaining privileges— 
the exercise of the prerogative of mercy. 
Messrs. Dillon, Devlin, Redmond and Co. are 
flattered, consulted, and given their heads to 
their heart’s content. The Irish Unionists 
are held of no account. The civil and mili- 
tary officers give advice which is smiled at, 


and only sometimes acknowledged. An Under- 
| Secretary is appointed (vice Sir James 
| Dougherty, retired) who knows personally 
nothing whatever about Ireland or the Insh— 
_ knows only what he is told by his Radical and 
his Home Rule friends, and chooses to believe 
—does not even know as an acquaintance the 
Attorney-General, whose office in the Castle is 
separated from his office by only á partition. 
In short, Ireland is practically under a Home 
Rule Government. There is a rebellion—to 
the astonishment, apparently, of those who 
have misgoverned the country, or did not 
govern it at all, in any true sense, at the 
Castle. The rebellion is put down by the 
strong hand of the military with horrible loss 
of life to the rebels, the soldiers, and jhe on- 
lookers, and great loss of valuable property" 

Result: “ Give Home Rule to ireland—to 
all but six Ulster counties. The Castle 

overnment has broken down '—-although it 

as not: a Home Rule government at the 
Castle has broken down—a very different 
thing. And this is urged even by Unionists 
themselves! ‘‘ But would you have the Huns 
win in the war?’ ‘This is & question that 
should be put to Mr, Asquith and the Cabinet 
—not to us of Ulster. Let the right horse be 
saddled. Let Mr. Bonar Law and the other 
Unionists of the Cabinet say plainly: ' We 
promised to support Ulster, and we will. We 
will never, never consent to impose Home 
Rule on any part of Ulster. Do you ae in. 
We will not. If the Huns then should win, 
yours the responsibility—not ours.’ 

Let Mr. Asquith forget his perpetual self- 
seeking and vote-catching policy, and do the 
right thing—at least during the war. We 
were promised & political truce (a promise 
broken long ago), and let them establish 
General Sir John Maxwell, or some other 
strong man, as Chief Secretary, with ample 
powers to restrain disorder in Ireland, and in- 
structions to govern the country, not to leave 
it to the pro-German and other rebels to 
govern it—to govern it resolutely, justly, with 
all 


ible consideration. 

There is no reason to fear that the Ger- 
mans, even with the active help and «'' 
sympathy of their Irish friends, could win in 
the war if some such course as this were 
adopted. 

But the present proposed plan—what could 
it do other than increase the rebellious spirit, 
and, while pleasing nobody, offend and disgust 
the loyalHts all thronghout Ireland —especiallyv 
those who signed the Covenant, and meant 
when they signed it to abide by their pledge?
